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REPORT or tHE BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES REGISTERED 
In SCOTLAND DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 318T Marcy 1934. 


The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of infants 
under one year being shown separately), together with the corres- 
ponding rates per 1,000 population. 


Table II shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. [legitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. | 


Table III shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex in Scotland. 


Table IV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. 


Births.—The 22,740 births in the present quarter are 2,325 more than 
in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 18°7, being 2°2 
above that recorded for the previous quarter. Compared with the 
standard* the number of births and the rate per 1,000 population in the 
present quarter are 369 and 0-5 respectively below that average. 


The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs, 19:4, is higher than 
in the rest of Scotland (17:8). In individual areas the rates ranged in 
burghs from 27:3 in Airdrie, 26-1 in Port-Glasgow, and 25-5 in Hamilton, 
to 13:5 in Perth, 14:3 in Arbroath, and 15:8 in Rutherglen. In counties, 
exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 22:2 in Wigtown, 21:8 in 
West Lothian, and 21:1 in Lanark, to 11:3 in Selkirk, 11:6 in Peebles, 
and 12:7 in Zetland. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 7:2 per cent., is 0-4 above that 
for the previous ie but 0-1 below the standard for this quarter of 
the year. 


Of the 22,740 births registered, 11,608 were of male children and 
11,132 of female children. Those registered in January numbered

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7,933, in February 6,956, and in March 7,851, the equivalent monthly 
birth- rates being 18:9, 18: 4 and 18-7 respectively. 


Marriages.—'The number of marriages registered, 7,695, is 1,028 
below that for the previous quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 6:3, 
being 0°5 below. The number for the present quarter is 527 more than 
the average, while the rate is 0:4 above the average. 


The rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 7-5 compared with 4:9 
for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the large burghs 
ranged from 9:1 in Inverness, 8°8 in Aberdeen, and 8-7 in Dunfermline, 
to 4:5 in Arbroath, 46 in Dumbarton, and 4:8 in Clydebank. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 7°3 in Zetland, 6°9 
in West Lothian, and 6:7 in Kinross, to 2°4 in Nairn, 2°6 in Inverness, 
3°2 in Banff, and 3:2 in Berwick. 


Marriages registered in January numbered 3,769, in February 1,924, 
ee in March 2,002, the equivalent monthly marriage rates ee 9°0, 
5-1 and 4:8 respectively. 


Deaths.*—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 17,406 
and equalled a rate of 14:3 per 1,000 population. They are 1,528 more 
than were registered in the previous quarter, while the rate is 1:5 more. 
The number and the rate per 1,000 are 3,797 and 3:3 respectively below 
the standard for the present quarter. If the very high death-rate for 
the first quarter of 1929 be omitted from this standard, the death-rate 
for the past quarter is 2°3 below the average. 


The death-rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 14-6 compared 
with 14:0 for the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual large burghs 
ranged from 19°5 in Ayr, 17°5 in Dumfries, and 16:7 in Kirkealdy, to 
10°8 in Dumbarton, 11:7 in Clydebank, and 12:2 in Motherwell and 
Wishaw. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 20-6 
in Sutherland, 19°8 in Zetland, and 19°6 in Caithness, to 11°9 in West 
Lothian, 12:7 in Fife, and 12°9 in Orkney. 


Deaths registered in January numbered 6,003, in February 5,362, 
and in March 6,041, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 14:3, 
14:2 and 14:4 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
2,099 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality rate of 92 per 1,000 
registered live births. These deaths are 487 more than in the previous 
quarter, and the rate is 13 more. Compared with the standard for the 
present quarter the rate is 22 less. 


This death-rate for the large burghs was 102, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 80. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 
161 in Ayr, 155 in Rutherglen, and 133 in Dumfries, to 48 in Arbroath, 
73 in Dundee, 73 in Dumbarton, and 73 in Edinburgh. In counties,

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exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 143 in Selkirk, 189 in Mid- 
lothian, and 114 in Nairn, to 29 in Kinross, 34 in Bute, and 44 in 
Berwick. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Of the 17,406 
deaths registered during the quarter, 847 or 4-9 per cent. were attri- 
buted to the principal epidemic diseases. These deaths include 89 from 
measles, 125 from scarlet fever, 78 from whooping-cough, 173 from 
diphtheria, 220 from influenza, 54 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 108 
others. Compared with the previous quarter the main feature in this 
croup of diseases is an increase among those specified of 249, of which 
87 were attributed to measles, 3 to scarlet fever, 22 to whooping-cough, 
56 to diphtheria, 56 to influenza, 21 to cerebro-spinal fever, and 4 to 
other infectious diseases. The death-rate for the group as a whole 
amounted to 70 per 100,000 of population. In the large burghs the 
highest rates were found in Ayr (3°3 per 1,000), in Kilmarnock (1°8), and 
in Airdrie (1:8), while in counties, exclusive of large burghs, the highest 
were in Roxburgh (1:1), in Dunbarton (0-9), and in Stirling (0°9). 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 1,000, account 
for 5-7 per cent. of all deaths, and are 130 more than in the previous 
quarter. Of them 777 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, an increase of 108 compared with the previous quarter, 85 to 
tuberculosis of the central nervous system, an increase of 22, 42 to 
abdominal tuberculosis, a decrease of 1, and 96 to other forms of 
tubercle, an increase of 1. The quarterly death-rate from all forms of 
tuberculosis is 82 per 100,000 compared with an average of 102 for this 
quarter, that from respiratory tuberculosis being 64 compared with 
the average of 75. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 1,829, 
account for 10°5 per cent. of the total deaths, and equal a rate of 150 
per 100,000. These deaths are 153 fewer than in the previous quarter, 
while the rate is the same as the average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory system, pneumonia and bronchitis, accounted for 1,571 and 
915 respectively, and show an increase in numbers compared with the 
previous quarter, pneumonia being 475 more and bronchitis 130 more. 
Pneumonia was responsible for 9:0 per cent. of the total deaths and 
bronchitis for 5:3 per cent. Corresponding death-rates per 100,000 
population are 129 and 75 respectively. The standard rates for the 
present quarter are 200 and 150 respectively, but if the rates prevailing 
in 1929, when influenza was epidemic, be omitted, the standard rates 
would be 171 for pneumonia and 129 for bronchitis. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 158 and are equal to a 
rate of 695 per 100,000 births. This rate is 35 below the standard for 
the present quarter. 





Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 700, account for 4-0 per 
cent. of all deaths, and are equivalent to a rate of 58 per 100,000. 
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These deaths are 43 more than in the previous quarter. Of the total 
deaths assigned to this group 172 were attributed to accidents with 
motor vehicles, which is 6 more than were recorded in the previous 
quarter. ‘The death-rate from violence is 1 below the standard for this 
period. 


For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing 
the death-rates from several important causes in the present quarter, 
and the average rate for the same quarter of the previous five years. 
Compared with the average, mortality for the period under review has 
been more favourable from each of the principal epidemic diseases 
except scarlet fever and diphtheria. Marked decreases have occurred 
in the rates from measles, whooping-cough and influenza. Deaths 
from all forms of tuberculosis, and from the principal respiratory 
diseases, pneumonia and bronchitis, also show an appreciable improve- 
ment, as do those from conditions associated with parturition. 'The 
rate from malignant disease is equal to the average, but that from 
accidents with motor vehicles is greater. ‘The general death-rate is 
below the average, but the latter, as also in the case of deaths from 
influenza and from respiratory diseases, is somewhat weighted by the 
influenza epidemic of 1929.

IN SCOTLAND DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 80TH JUNE 1934, 


The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of infants 
under one year being shown separately), together with the corres- 
ponding rates per 1,000 population. 


Table II shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. [legitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. 


Table III shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex in Scotland. 


Table IV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. 


Births.—The 23,239 births in the present quarter are 499 more than 
in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 18:9, being 0:2 © 
above that recorded for the previous quarter. Compared with the 
standard* the number of births and the rate per 1,000 population in the 
present quarter are 919 and 1:0 respectively below that average. 


The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs, 19°5, is higher than 
in the rest of Scotland (18:1). In individual areas the rates ranged in 
burghs from 23-9 in Hamilton, 23-0 in Port-Glasgow, and 22:9 in Coat- 
bridge, to 13-9 in Arbroath, 15:7 in Rutherglen, and 16°3 in Edinburgh. ~ 
In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 21:3 in Lanark, 
20-6 in West Lothian, and 20°3 in Aberdeen, to 11:0 in Selkirk, 12°9 in 
Berwick, and 13°3 in Ross and Cromarty. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 7-1 per cent., is 0-1 below that 
for the previous quarter and 0:2 below the standard for this quarter of 
the year. 


Of the 23,239 births registered, 11,818 were of male children and 
11,421 of female children. Those registered in April numbered 7,710, 


* The standard adopted for comparative purposes is the average of the same number and rate 
for the corresponding quarters of the five preceding years. 
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in May 7,991, and in June 7,538, the equivalent monthly birth-rates 
being 19:0, 19-1 and 18°6 respectively. 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 8,847, is 1,152 
above that for the previous quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 7-2, 
being 0-9 above. ‘The number for the present quarter is 723 more than 
the average, while the rate is 0:5 above the average. 


The rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 8-4 compared with 5:8 
for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the large 
burghs ranged from 11:2 in Dumfries, 10-4 in Inverness, and 9°3 in 
Stirling, to 5-2 in Clydebank, 5:4 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 5-7 
in Dumbarton. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 
77 in Moray, 7:2 in Nairn, 7:2 in Aberdeen, and 7:1 in Peebles, to 2:4 
in Inverness, 2°5 in Zetland, and 3-9 in Ross and Cromarty. 


Marriages registered in April numbered 3,566, in May 1,193, and in 
June 4,088, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 8°8, 2°8 and 
10-1 respectively. 


Deaths.*—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,724, 
and equalled a rate of 13°6 per 1,000 population. ‘They are 682 fewer 
than were registered in the previous quarter, while the rate is 0:7 less. 
The number and the rate per 1,000 are 878 and 0:5 respectively above 
the standard for the present quarter. 


The death-rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 14:1 compared 
with 13-0 for the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual large burghs 
ranged from 16:6 in Inverness, 16°2 in Hamilton, and 15-3 in Glasgow, 
to 10°5 in Dunfermline, 10°9 in Falkirk, and 11°5 in Airdrie. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 19°5 in Caithness, 
18°6 in Bute, and 18°4 in Nairn, to 11:0 in Kinross, 11°5 in Midlothian, 
11:5 in Selkirk, 11°5 in West Lothian, and 11°6 in Renfrew. 


Deaths registered in April numbered 6,089, in May 5,661, and in 
June 4,974, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 15:0, 13:5 and 
12:3 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,802 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality rate of 78 per 1,000 
registered live births. These deaths are 297 fewer than in the previous 
quarter, and the rate is 14 less. Compared with the standard for the 
present quarter the rate is 2 more. 


This death-rate for the large burghs was 88, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 65. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 
126 in Clydebank, 126 in Rutherglen, 115 in Hamilton, and 102 in 
Glasgow, to 32 in Perth, 33 in Dunfermline, and 54 in Airdrie. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 109 in Wigtown, 100 
in Kinross, and 92 in Moray, to 0 in Peebles, 16 in Selkirk, and 27 in 
Orkney. | 

* Note.—Where the place of death differs from the place of usual residence of the deceased, 
such death, for the purpose of these statistics, is allocated to the place of usual residence if 
in Scotland. . 
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Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Of the 16,724 
deaths registered during the quarter, 1,362 or 81 per cent. were 
attributed to the principal epidemic diseases. ‘These deaths include 738 
from measles, 102 from scarlet fever, 131 from whooping-cough, 155 
from diphtheria, 103 from influenza, 40 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 
93 others. Compared with the previous quarter the main feature in this 
group of diseases is an increase of 515 among those so specified. This 
increase is mainly attributable to deaths from measles, which are 649 
more, and to a small extent to those from whooping-cough, which are 
53 more. Decreases are noted among deaths from influenza, which are 
117 fewer, from scarlet fever 23 fewer, from diphtheria 18 fewer, from 
cerebro-spinal fever 14 fewer, and from other epidemic diseases 15 
fewer. The death-rate for the group as a whole amounted to 111 per 
100,000. In the large burghs the highest rates amounted. to 3°8 per 
1,000 in Hamilton, 2°7 in Clydebank, and 2:4 in Glasgow, while in 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, the highest were 1:5 in Bute, 1:3 in 
Ayr, and 1-2 in Lanark. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 1,045, account 
for 6:2 per cent. of all deaths, and are 45 more than in the previous 
quarter. Of them 795 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, an increase of 18 compared with the previous quarter, 113 to 
tuberculosis of the central nervous system, an increase of 28, 52 to 
abdominal tuberculosis, an increase of 10, and 85 to other forms of 
tubercle, a decrease of 11. The quarterly death-rate from all forms of 
tuberculosis is 85 per 100,000 compared with an average of 97 for this 
quarter, that from respiratory tuberculosis being 65 compared with the 
average of 67. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 1,935, 
account for 11-6 per cent. of the total deaths, and equal a rate of 157 
per 100,000. These deaths are 106 more than in the previous quarter, 
while the rate is 12 above the average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory system, pneumonia and bronchitis, accounted for 1,045 and 
658 respectively and show a decrease in numbers compared with the 
previous quarter, pneumonia being 526 fewer and bronchitis 257 fewer. 
Pneumonia was responsible for 6-2 per cent. of the total deaths and 
bronchitis for 3-9 per cent. Corresponding death-rates per 100,000 
population are 85 and 53 respectively. The standard rates for the 
present quarter are 102 and 61 respectively. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 141 and are equal to a 
rate of 607 per 100,000 births. This rate is 26 above the standard for 
the present quarter. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 710, account for 4:2 per 
cent. of all deaths, and are equivalent to a rate of 58 per 100,000. These 
deaths are 10 more than in the previous quarter. Of the total deaths 
assigned to this group 144 were attributed to accidents with motor 
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vehicles, which is 28 fewer than were recorded in the previous quarter. 
The death-rate from violence is 1 below the standard for this period. 


For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing 
the death-rates from several important causes in the present quarter, 
and the average rate for the same quarter of the previous five years. 
Compared with the average, mortality for the period under review has 
been less favourable in the group of epidemic diseases, increases being 
noted in the rates from measles, from scarlet fever and from diphtheria. 
Deaths from. malignant disease and from diseases and conditions 
associated with pregnancy and childbirth are also heavier in the present 
quarter. Decreases occurred in the rates from whooping-cough, influenza 
and cerebro-spinal fever, from tuberculosis, from the principal respiratory 
diseases, and to a slight extent from violence. The general death-rate 
is, on the whole, somewhat above the average for the second quarter.

IN SCOTLAND DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 30TH SEPTEMBER 1934. 


The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of 
infants under one year being shown separately), together with the 
corresponding rates per 1,000 population. 


Table II shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. Illegitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. 


Table III shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex in Scotland. | 


Table IV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. 


Births.—The 21,298 births in the present quarter are 1,941 fewer 
than in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 17-1, being 
1:8 below that recorded for the previous quarter. Compared with the 
standard* the number of births and the rate per 1,000 population in the 
present quarter are 1,069 and 1:2 respectively below that average. 


The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs, 17-6, is higher than 
in the rest of Scotland (16-5). In individual areas the rate ranged in 
burghs from 23-4 in Port-Glasgow, 22°8 in Coatbridge, and 22-4 in 
Stirling, to 10-9 in Arbroath, 12:0 in Rutherglen, and 13-9 in Kirkcaldy. 
In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 20-5 in West 
Lothian, 19°6 in Nairn, and 18-9 in Lanark, to 11-6 in Sutherland, 11-7 
in Berwick, and 11-9 in Peebles. 


The proportion of illegitimate births, 6-9 per cent., is 0-2 below that 
for the previous quarter and 0-5 below the standard for the third quarter 
of the year. 


Of the 21,298 births registered, 10,844 were of male children and 
10,454 of female children. Those registered in July numbered 7 035, 


* The standard adopted for comparative purposes is the average of the same number and rate 
for the corresponding quarters of the five preceding years. 
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in August 7,201, and in September 6,562, the equivalent monthly birth- 
rates being 18:0, 17-2 and 16:2 respectively. 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 10,756, is 1,909 
above that for the previous quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 8°6, 
being 1-4 above. The number for the present quarter is 1,124 more than 
the average, while the rate is 0-7 above the average. It is the highest 
rate recorded for any quarter since the first quarter of 1921. 

The rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 11:0 compared with 
5-8 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the large 
burghs ranged from 15-2 in Inverness, 13°8 in Rutherglen, and 13:5 in 
Perth, to 6°2 in Dumbarton, 7-0 in Greenock, and 7:3 in Coatbridge. 
In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 8:2 in Dumfries, 
7-9 in Midlothian, 7-°9 in Selkirk, 7°6 in Kinross, and 7:6 in West 
Lothian, to 2:2 in Inverness, 2°8 in Sutherland, and 3-4 in Bute. 

Marriages registered in July numbered 4,693, in August 2,620, and 
in September 3,443, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 11-2, 
6:2 and 8:5 respectively. 


Deaths. *—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 13,301, 
and equalled a rate of 10°7 per 1,000 population. They are 3,423 fewer 
than were registered in the previous quarter, while the rate is 2°9 less. 
The number and the rate per 1,000 are 67 above and 0-1 below the 
standard for the third quarter. 

The death-rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 10°6 compared with 
10-7 for the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual large burghs ranged 
from 13:4 in Dumfries, 12:4 in Airdrie, 12:1 in Inverness, and 12:1 in 
Perth, to 8-0 in Rutherglen, 8-7 in Dumbarton, and 9:0 in Hamilton. 
In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 17-7 in Nairn, 
16:7 in Zetland, and 15-4 in Peebles, to 8:2 in Banff, 8-7 in Selkirk, and 
9-0 in West Lothian. | 

Deaths registered in July numbered 4,752, in August 4,450, and in 
September 4,099, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 113, 10°6 
and 10-1 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,211 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality rate of 57 per 1,000 
registered live births. These deaths are 591 fewer than in the previous 
quarter, and the rate is 21 less. Compared with the standard for the 
third quarter the rate is 5 less. This is the lowest rate recorded for any 
quarter for at least 20 years. 

This death-rate for the large burghs was 61, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 52. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 111 
in Coatbridge, 102 in Arbroath, and 92 in Dumfries, to 35 in Inverness, 
38 in Rutherglen, and 45 in Ayr. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, 
it ranged from 98 in Nairn, 78 in Clackmannan, 77 in Berwick, and 77 
in Kinross, to 0 in Selkirk, 16 in Kirkcudbright, and 29 in Roxburgh. 


* Note.—Where the place of death differs from the place of usual residence of the deceased, 
such death, for the purpose of these statistics, is allocated to the place of usual residence if 


in Scotland. 
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Causes of Death.—Principal Hpidemic Diseases.—Of the 13,301 
deaths registered during the quarter, 506 or 8-8 per cent. were attributed 
to the principal epidemic diseases. These deaths include 129 from 
measles, 55 from scarlet fever, 68 from whooping-cough, 115 from diph- 
theria, 57 from influenza, 30 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 52 others. 
Compared with the previous quarter the main feature in this group of 
diseases is a decrease for each of those specified, those from measles 
being 609 fewer, from scarlet fever 47 fewer, from whooping-cough 63 
fewer, from diphtheria 40 fewer, from influenza 46 fewer, from cerebro- 
spinal fever 10 fewer, and from other epidemic diseases 41 fewer. ‘The 
death-rate for the group as a whole amounted to 41 per 100,000. In the 
large burghs the highest rates were 0:9 per 1,000 in Dundee, and 0:7 in 
Clydebank, in Coatbridge, in Motherwell and Wishaw, and in Perth, 
while in the counties, exclusive of large burghs, the highest were 1:5 in 
Zetland, 1:0 in Nairn, and 0-9 in Orkney, mainly due to influenza in the 
case of Zetland and of Orkney. 


T'uberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 800, account 
for 6:0 per cent. of all deaths, and are 245 fewer than in the previous 
quarter. Of them 572 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, a decrease of 223 compared: with the previous quarter, 100 to 
tuberculosis of the central nervous system, a decrease of 13, 41 to 
abdominal tuberculosis, a decrease of 11, and 87 to other forms of 
tubercle, an increase of 2. The quarterly death-rate from all forms of 
tuberculosis 1s 64 per 100,000 compared with an average of 73 for this 
quarter, that from respiratory tuberculosis being 46 compared with the 
average of 52. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 1,864, account 
for 14-0 per cent. of the total deaths, and equal a rate of 150 per 100,000. 
These deaths are 71 fewer than in the previous quarter, while the rate 
is the same as the average. 


Respiratory Diseases.—Deaths from pneumonia and _ bronchitis 
numbered 603 and 359 respectively, and show a decrease in numbers 
compared with the previous quarter, those from pneumonia being 442 
fewer and those from bronchitis 299 fewer. Pneumonia was responsible 
for 4:5 per cent. of the total deaths, and bronchitis for 2°7 per cent. 
Corresponding death-rates per 100,000 population are 48 and 29 
respectively. ‘The standard rates for the third quarter are 55 and 33 
respectively. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 118 and are equal to a 
rate of 554 per 100,000 births. This rate is 21 below the standard for 
the third quarter. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 717, account for 5-4 per 
cent. of all deaths, and are equivalent to a rate of 58 per 100,000. These 
deaths are 7 more than in the previous quarter. Of the total deaths 
assigned to this group 175 were attributed to accidents with motor 
vehicles, which is 31 more than were recorded in the previous quarter. 
The death-rate from violence is 3 below the standard for this period.

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For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing 
the death-rates from several important causes in this quarter and the 
previous quarter, together with the average rate for the same quarter of 
the previous five years. Compared with “the average, mortality for the 
period under review has been less favourable in the group of epidemic 
diseases (despite the large decrease when compared with the previous 
quarter), increases being noted in the rates attributable to measles, to 
scarlet fever and to diphtheria. With these exceptions mortality for the 
quarter has been below the average, both with regard to the general 
death-rate and to that specified as due to tuberculosis, respiratory 
diseases, childbirth and violence. The rate from malionant disease was, 
however, equal to the average.

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THis Report deals more particularly with the statistics of the fourth 


' quarter of the year 1934, but as figures relative to the entire year are 








now available, a short preliminary statement of them is included. A full 
report of the vital statistics of the year will in due course be published 
in the Hightieth Annual Report. The annual figures here given 
' may be accepted as substantially correct; but they are provisional, and 
| will be superseded by those appearing in the Annual Report referred to 
) above. . 


The chief features of the vital statistics of the year under review are 
a birth-rate which is slightly higher than that for the previous year, a 
_ death-rate and an infantile mortality-rate each of which is the lowest on 
record, and a marriage-rate which is the highest since 1921. 


Births registered during the year numbered 88,820, the rate per 
thousand being 18:0. They are 2,274 more than in the previous year 
but are 2,619 fewer than the average (which, for the purposes of this 
statement, is that for the five years 1929 to 1933). The birth-rate is 
0-4 above that for the previous year but is 0:8 below the average. This 
- is only the third occasion since the years immediately following the War 
on which the annual birth-rate has shown an increase when compared 
_ with that for the previous year. Illegitimate births numbered 6,114, or 6-9 
_ per cent. of the total. The number is 150 more than in the previous 
year but the percentage is the same. Both number and percentage, 
however, are below the average. 


Marriages registered during the year numbered 36,930, the equivalent 
marriage-rate being 7-5 per thousand. They number 2,715 more than 
_ in the previous year and are 3,669 above the average. ‘The marriage-rate 
| is 0-5 above that for the previous year and 0-7 above the average. As 
already indicated it is the highest marriage-rate recorded since 1921. 
The marriage-rate for every quarter since the first quarter of 1933 has 
shown an increase when compared with that for the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. 


Deaths from all causes numbered 63,741 and are equal to a death-rate 
| of 12:9 per thousand. This number is 1,107 less than that for the 
_ previous year and 2,324 Jess than the average. The death-rate 1s 
| fractionally lower than that for 1923, which was the lowest recorded up 
- to'that date. The lowness of the death-rate was especially marked in 


the first quarter of the year. : 
Of the 63,741 deaths, 6,902 were of infants of under one year. ‘T'he 


: infantile mortality, 78 per thousand births, is 1 lower than that for 1923, — 
the lowest recorded up to that date, 3 lower than that for the previous 
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year and 6 below the average. As in the case of deaths at all ages the 
saving was most marked in the first quarter of the year. 


The group of epidemic diseases as a whole numbered considerably 
less than in the previous year and than the average, but this is more than 
accounted for by the fact that deaths from influenza numbered only 602, 
as against 2,027 in the previous year and 3,435 in 1929. This is the 
lowest number of deaths from influenza in any year since 1923. Deaths 
from whooping-cough (383) and from cerebro-spinal fever (153) are con- 
siderably below the average, the number from the former being the 
lowest on record and the latter the lowest since 1927. On the other 
hand deaths from measles (1,014) are twice the average, and those from 
scarlet fever (345) and from diphtheria (583) very greatly above. Deaths 
from measles occurred principally in the second quarter of the year, 
while those from scarlet fever were highest in the first quarter. 


The death-rate from all forms of tuberculosis, 75 per 100,000, is 5 
below that for the previous year and 12 below the average. For tuber- 
culosis of the respiratory system the death-rate was 57. Both of these 
rates are the lowest yet recorded. 


Deaths from malignant disease numbered 7,558, representing a 
death-rate of 153 per 100,000. For the sixth year in succession these 
deaths show an increase as compared with those for the previous year. 
The death-rate is 8 above the average. 


Deaths attributed to bronchitis and pneumonia numbered 2,734 and 
4,533 respectively, the corresponding death-rates being 55 and 92 
respectively. The former rate is very considerably below the lowest 
previously recorded (67 in 1933), while the latter is the lowest rate 
recorded for over 50 years, prior to which time deaths certified as due to 
pneumonia were relatively few. 


Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth 
numbered 549 and correspond to a mortality-rate of 6-2 per thousand 
births. In 1933 and in 1931 this rate was 5-9, while in 1932 it was 6:3. 


Deaths attributed to violent causes numbered 2,822 and are equal to 
a death-rate of 57 per 100,000. This rate is 1 less than in the previous 
year. Deaths from accidents with motor vehicles numbered 662, which 
is the same as in 1933. 


A general summary of the causes of death in the year, with corres- 
ponding age distribution, is shown in Table Hla. 'The figures for diseases 
not mentioned above indicate increases among those from diabetes, from 
heart disease, from nephritis, and from diseases of the liver, with 
decreases among those from cerebral hemorrhage and from diarrhoea. 
From other important causes the changes as compared with those for 
the previous year are relatively small. | | 


The deaths in the several age-periods of life when compared with 
those for the previous year show considerable increases at ages 1-9, due 
to the prevalence of certain epidemic diseases, but decreases in every 
other age-group. Compared with the five years’ average, decreases are 
shown in most age-groups, the decline being most marked at ages 0-4, 
15-24 and 35-54.

The four main Tables comprised in the Return may be summarised 
as follows :— 


Table I shows for the counties and the large burghs of Scotland 
the number of births (with distinction as to legitimacy), marriages 
and deaths (those from the principal epidemic diseases and of 
infants under one year being shown separately), together with the 
corresponding rates per 1,000 population. 


Table II shows for Scotland the numbers and rates per 1,000 
population of births, marriages and deaths for each quarter and for 
the whole year in each of the last ten years. Illegitimate births and 
deaths under one year are shown separately. 


Table III shows in detail the causes of death according to the 
Detailed International List (adapted) in certain age groups and by 
sex In Scotland. 


Table IV shows in Short List form the causes of death and, for 
all causes, the ages at death in the counties and large burghs of 
Scotland. 


Births.—The 21,543 births in the present quarter are 245 more than 
in the preceding quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 17:3, being 0-2 
above that recorded for that quarter. Compared with the standard* the 
number of births and the rate per 1,000 population in the present quarter 
are 262 and 0-5 respectively below that average. | 

The birth-rate in the aggregate of large burghs, 17°8, is higher than 
in the rest of Scotland (16-7). In individual areas the rate ranged m 
burghs from 22°6 in Port Glasgow, 22:1 in Hamilton and 20-8 in Coat- 
bridge, to 13°7 in Dunfermline, 13-8 in Arbroath and 14-4 in Perth. In 
counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 20-0 in Aberdeen, 
19-3 in East Lothian and 18:8 in Banff, to 10-8 in Bute, 11:5 in Selkirk 
and 12-1 in Sutherland. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 6-4 per cent., is 0°5 below that 
for the previous quarter and 0-6 below the standard for this quarter of the 
year. 7 

Of the 21,543 births registered, 11,186 were of male children and 
10,407 of female children, being 107-0 male births per 100 female. 
Those registered in October numbered 7,526, in November 6,969, and in 
December 7,048, the equivalent monthly birth-rates being 18-0, 17:2 
and 16°8 respectively. 


Marriages.—The number of marriages registered, 9,632, is 1,124 
below that for the previous quarter, the rate per 1,000 population, 7:7, 
being 0-9 below. The number for the present quarter is 1,291 more than 
the average, while the rate is 0-9 above the average. | 


* The standard adopted for comparative purposes is the average of the same number and rate 
for the corresponding quarters of the five preceding years. 
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The rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 8-7 compared with 6:6 
for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the large burghs 
ranged from 12-1 in Inverness, 10°5 in Ayr and 10-1 in Paisley and in 
Perth, to 5-6 in Dumbarton, 6°3 in Motherwell and Wishaw and 6°8 in 
Kirkcaldy. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 10-6 
in Orkney, 7-8 in Ayr and in Wigtown, 7-7 in Dumfries and 7-4 in 
Angus, to 3-9 in Inverness and in Berwick, 4:3 in Sutherland and 4:6 in 
Roxburgh. 


Marriages registered in October numbered 3,060, in November 2,215, 
and in December 4,357, the equivalent monthly marriage-rates being 
73, 5°5 and 10-4 respectively. 


Deaths.*—Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 16,305, and 
equalled a rate of 13-1 per 1,000 population. They are 3,004 more than 
were registered in the previous quarter, while the rate is 2-4 more. The 
number and the rate per 1,000 are 522 and 0-2 respectively above the 
average for the present quarter. 


The death-rate in the aggregate of large burghs is 13-6 compared 
with 12-6 for the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual large burghs 
ranged from 18-4 in Dumfries, 15:8 in Coatbridge and 14°6 in Dundee, 
to 10-4 in Dunfermline, 10°6 in Kirkcaldy and in Airdrie, and 11:5 in 
Port Glasgow. In counties, exclusive of large burghs, it ranged from 
18-4 in Bute, 16-9 in Kincardine, 16°6 in Sutherland and 16-2 in Peebles, 
to 7-6 in Kinross, 9°71 in East Lothian, 10-7 in West Lothian and in 
Wigtown, and 10:9 in Renfrew. 


Deaths registered in October numbered 4,754, in November 5,766, 
and in December 5,785, the equivalent monthly death-rates being 11:3, 
14:2 and 13°8 respectively. 


Infant Mortality.—Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 
1,790 and are equivalent to an infantile mortality-rate of 83 per 1,000 
registered live births. These deaths are 579 more than in the previous 
quarter and the rate is 26 more. Compared with the standard for the 
present quarter the rate is the same as the average. 


This death-rate for the large burghs was 94, while for the rest of 
Scotland it was 70. In the large burghs individually it ranged from 151 
in Clydebank, 130 in Coatbridge and 127 in Hamilton, to 17 in 
Kirkcaldy, 33 in Stirlmg and 42 in Rutherglen. In counties, exclusive 
of large burghs, it ranged from 114 in Clackmannan, 111 in Roxburgh 
and 96 in Lanark, to 15 in Ross and Cromarty, 24 in Orkney, 27 in 
Caithness, and 29 in Nairn and in Zetland. 


Causes of Death.—Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Of the deaths 
registered during the quarter, 701 or 4:3 per cent. were attributed to the 
principal epidemic diseases. ‘These deaths include 58 from measles, 63 
from scarlet fever, 106 from whooping-cough, 140 from diphtheria, 222 
from influenza, 29 from cerebro-spinal fever, and 83 others. Compared 


* Note.—Where the place of death differs from the place of usual residence of the deceased, 
such death, for the purpose of these statistics, is allocated to the place of usual residence if 
in Scotland. 
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with the previous quarter the main feature in this group of diseases is 
the continued decline in the number of deaths from measles, which 
number 58, as compared with 129 and 738 in the two quarters 
immediately preceding and with an average of 110. Deaths from 
whooping-cough are 38 more than in the previous quarter and those from 
diphtheria are 25 more, while those from influenza are 165 more, but in 
no case does the number vary greatly from the average for the quarter. 
The death-rate for the group as a whole was 56 per 100,000, being 6 
below the average. In the large burghs the highest rates were 1:8 in 
Port Glasgow, 1:0 in Dundee and in Dumfries, and 0-9 in Glasgow and 
in Rutherglen, while in the counties, exclusive of large burghs, the 
highest rates were 1:3 in Orkney (due to influenza), 1-1 in Angus, 1-0 
in Nairn, and 0-9 in Berwick, in Caithness and in Wigtown. 


Tuberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 857, account 
for 5°3 per cent. of all deaths and are 57 more than in the previous 
quarter. Of them 647 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system, an increase of 75 compared with the previous quarter, 71 to 
tuberculosis of the central nervous system, a decrease of 29, 39 to 
abdominal tuberculosis, a decrease of 2, and 100 to other forms of 
tubercle, an increase of 18. The quarterly death-rate from all forms of 
tuberculosis is 69 per 100,000 compared with an average of 76 for this 
quarter, that from respiratory tuberculosis being 52 compared with the 
average of 56. 


Malignant Disease.—Deaths from this cause numbered 1,927, account 
for 11:8 per cent. of the total deaths, and equal a rate of 155 per 100,000. 
These deaths are 63 more than in the previous quarter, while the rate is 
2 above the average. | 


_ Respiratory Diseases. — Deaths from the principal diseases of the 
respiratory system, pneumonia and bronchitis, accounted for 1,315 and 
802 respectively and show an increase in numbers compared with the 
previous quarter, pneumonia being 710 more and bronchitis 443 more. 
Pneumonia was responsible for 81 per cent. of the total deaths, and 
bronchitis for 4:9 per cent. Corresponding death-rates per 100,000 
population are 106 and 64 respectively. The standard rates for the 
fourth quarter are 102 and 68 respectively. 


Pregnancy and Childbirth.—Deaths of mothers from diseases and 
accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 132 and are equal to a 
rate of 6:1 per 1,000 births. This rate is 0-7 below the standard for the 
present quarter. 


Violence.—Deaths from violence numbered 688, account for 4:2 per 
cent. of all deaths, and are equivalent to a rate of 55 per 100,000. These 
deaths are 29 fewer than in the previous quarter. Of the total deaths 
assigned to this group 167 were attributed to accidents with motor 
vehicles, which is 8 fewer than were recorded in the previous quarter. 
The death-rate from violence is 3 below the standard for this quarter. 


For comparative purposes the accompanying table is given showing 
the death-rates from several important causes in the present quarter and 
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in the previous quarter, and the average rate for the same quarter of the 
previous five years. Reference has already been made above to the 


principal features brought out by this table.
